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BILL NEEDS “TIGHTENING UP” 


A bill “for the prevention of fraud in 
the sale of Alberta coal” is before the leg- 
islature of Ontario. The bill provides that 
any person who in that province advertises 
for sale “coal produced in Alberta” shall 
state what district in Alberta the coal 
comes from, and also the trade name of 
the coal; that in selling coal “produced in 
Alberta” the name of the district in Al- 
berta from which the coal comes shall be 
shown on weigh tickets and _ invoices, | 
along with the trade name: and that any 
person who sells coal “produced in A\l- | 
berta” but makes untrue statements as to | 
what district in Alberta the coal comes 
from, or as to the trade name of the coal, 
shall be subject to fine. 

This is all very well, supposing that 
the jugglery practiced by the Ontario 
dealer consists only in representing coal 
from one Alberta mining district as hay- 
ing come from some other Alberta dis- 
trict. But what about coal that is not 


“produced in Alberta” but is sold as Al- | 
berta coal? <A dealer who misrepresents | 


| 
in the one direction will do so in the other. |

And the Alberta-Ontario coal trade will 
suffer more if inferior fuels from other 
parts of the continent are sold there as Al- 
berta coal than if coal from one part of Al- 
berta is sold as coming from some other 
part. If the object is that the Ontario 
householder who pays for Alberta coal 
will get Alberta coal, the bill ought to say

THE PROVINCE'S FINANCES 


Congratulations are due to the Provin- 
cial Treasurer, ond also to the public, on | 
the healthy state of the provincial fi- 
nances shown in the budget speech. For | 
the fifteen month period ending with last 
March there was a surplus of more than 
$279,000, instead of the modest balance 
of $16,000 which was expected. The bet- 
terment came about through an unexpect- | 
ed growth in revenue, which permitted an 
expenditure of a quarter of a million dol- 
lars greater than the estimates, and still 
left this handsome amount to the good 
There is ground here to hope that the esti- 
mated surplus of $11,000 for the present 
year, and that of $45,000 for the coming 
year, may be found to be equally short of 
the mark. The province has apparently 
passed definitely out of the financial 
“doldrums”. 

If the Minister gives the taxpayers no 
occasion to cheer on account of a redue- | 
tion in taxation, he is making only one | 
new demand upon them; the increase in 
the gasoline tax from three cents to five 
per gallon. This, with the existing sources 
of revenue, is considered sufficient to 
take care of a spending program a million 
dollars larger than that of the present 
year, including the cost of old age pen- 
sions. This favorable situation is one for 
general satisfaction. It holds a promise 
that the era of tax increase may have 
been passed, and that some easement may 
be looked for if the provincial railways 
are sold. For the time at least the Tory 
report is in a state of suspended anima- 
tion and the threats of a provincial income | 
tax are mercifully stayed. H 


WHAT FOLLOWS? 


Quite clearly the time has come for a 
new deal in the regulations governing the 
operation of taxi-cabs in this province, If 
there is any genefalb moral to be drawn 
from the recent horrifying disclosures in 
Edmonton police courts, that is it. What 
has happened has happened, and the po- 
lice are hunting down the offenders and 
the courts administering punishment to 
them, while public opinion is canvassing 
the situation to ascertain beyond doubt 
who is responsible for allowing the devil- 
try to develop and for failing to put an 
earlier stop to it. The larger question is 
what is to be done to make as certain as it 
can be made that the privilege of operat- 
ing a taxi-cab shall not again be perverted 
into a license for carrying on a white 
slave trade—or any other illegal or im- 
moral business. 

The place to start dealing with that 
question is the place where licenses are is- 
sued, The taxi-cab is a common carrier. 
It must be put under regulations similar 
to those which hedge about the rights and 
interests of the public in respect to other 
carriers. The business of handing out li- 
censes to any Tom, Dick or Harry who 
may come along, and against whom there 
does not happen to stand the record of a 


court conviction, will have to stop. Re- 


cially as the railway company for acci- 
dents or mistreatment to which his pas- 


sengers are subjected. The irresponsible | 


taxi, with a moral pervert at the wheel 


and nobody liable for damages, must “go"’. 
It is up to the legislature in the first in- 
stance to see that it does go and goes now.

TESTING TAXI DRIVERS 

Someone has said that today pedes- 
trianism is the most dangerous of out: 
door sports. In a crowded city you 
seem to take your 
life in your hands 
every time you 
venture to eross a 
Street, The num- 
ber of accidents te 
appalling, But you 
mustn't think no- 
thing is being 
done about it 

Many minds are 
at work studying 
how to-reduce av. 
cidents. Psycho) 
ogy is taking a 
hand at it. Taxi 
drivers form a large and responsible 
army of the traffic. They are being 
tested and those found wanting re- 
jected, 

It's a complicated matter, When 
the accidents of 3,000 drivers for a 
period of six months were studied and 
it was found that one-fifth of the men 
were responsible for one-half of the 
accidents, it showed that this unrell- 
able group had four times as many ac- 
cidents as the reliable group, and the 
worst of these had six times as many 
accidents, 

The big factor is the personality of 
the driver. The first step is to detect 
the unrelable group, and not by set- 
ting them loose on the public and get. 
ting their accident average, but by 
testing them in the laboratory and re- 
Jecting them as candidates for taxi 
driving. 

Taking that end of the story first 
it was found that men who had passed 
the tests had hardly more than half 
the number of accidents as hac a 
wholly untested group (many of whom 
could of course pass the test, had they 
taken it), Eliminating the unreliable 
men enormously reduced the accident 
rate despite increase of traffic.

is as essential as a skilful mechanical 
handling of the taxicab 

That good health, good habits ond 
an interest tn the job are essential is 
obvious; so ls added precaution tn 
rainy, slippery weather; and the alert. 
ness prompted by placing earnings 
(partly) on a commission basis is a 
further incentive and likewise serves vs 
a check on personnel, The class of 
men with a low accident rate have a 
higher earning rate; and they stay on 
the job longer, They are more satis- 
factory all around. ‘Testing taxi driv- 
ers pays, It payg the company; it 
pays the public; it pays the drivers 

Naturally you can’t duplicate in the 
laboratory the conditions of actua! 
driving, but you can get a guage of 
the quickness, the accuracy, the com- 
steep of meeting similar situations 
and the readiness of fatigue and other 
circumstances, 

Tt is further suggestive that of Jou 
men who failed on the intelligence 
test, 300 failed on the emotional sta- 
bility test also. You can't make hu- 
man beings perfect; accidents will oc- 
cur. Determining HMability is a different 
matter, It is becoming increasingly 
important to diminish the hazard of 
pedestrianism. People who drive cars 
have an additional reason for keeping 
mentally fit.
